The ammunition was 
resold to the agents of Juan G. Cabral 
and Julian Medina, who have started 
a movement against the Federal gov­ 
ernment in that state.

tionary forces is at Sierra Azul, So­ 
nora, where the two leaders are said 
to have more than a thousand troops, 
including many Yaqui Indians. The 
restoration of the Constitution 
of 
1857 is the purpose of the new move­ 
ment, according to a manifesto issued 
July 14.

GERMANE SPENT LARGE 
SUM FOR PROPAGANDA 
New York, Aug. I.—That the Ger­ 
man government spent 130,000,000 
to $50,000,000 for propaganda in 
this country “and got nothing for it” 
was a declaration alleged by George 
Sylvester Viereck alleged pro-German 
publicist in testimony given at the 
inquiry here into Teuton activites in 
the United States. Viereck who, as 
editor o fthe former “Fatherland,” 
attended conferences of German of- 
Acials and propaganda representa­ 
tives in this city, favored purchase of 
important newspapers in all large 
American cities, according to a state­ 
ment today 
by 
Attorney General 
Becker. 
As a witness in the investigation 
being conducted by the attorney gen­ 
eral's office, at the request of the 
department of justice, Viereck de­ 
clared that if a string of influential 
newspapers had been bought with 
German money, “We could have ar­ 
ranged that America would never 
have entered the war.” He asserted 
that he had. favored acquisition and 
conduct of a group of papers “along 
legitimate lines.” to present the Ger­ 
man side o fthe war to American 
readers. 
From federal officials, it was learn 
sd today the grand Jury will report 
within a day or two on Its investiga­ 
tions o fthe alleged purchase of the 
Dully mail for Germany.

Aug. I.—The axiom 
“Must makes Master0 is getting a 
practical demonstration every day at 
the Hog Island shipbuilding plant, 
where a school of instruction has 
been established and erstwhile clerks 
barbers, car conductors and motor­ 
men, policemen, firemen, shoemak­ 
ers, butchers, bakers and indeed rep­ 
resentatives of every known enter­ 
prise and endeavor .are converted in­ 
to ship builders After brief tuition. 
Most of these students .taught by 
the hundreds in one branch or an­ 
other, are taken out of the instruc­ 
tion class after a week and placed 
with journeymen crews. While they 
are being Instructed they receive 
eleven hours pay for ten hours work 
at the rate of 35 cents an hour. 
When they have Qualified, their 
wages Immediately advance, so that 
men who before were earning f i t or 
$20 a week in their own occupations 
are now making $40, $50 and $00. 
Their earning capacity depends 
upon their ability and the amount 
of time they put in. Many, in order 
to swell their pay envelopes, tail long 
or than the required ten hours, and 
thusfrequentl y receive as high as 
$75 a week. 
The men find the employment 
congenial and fascinating, whether 
they are joiners, carpenters, rivert- 
ers, seamers or otherwise engaged in 
helping to turn out ships for the gov­ 
ernment. 
Approximately 28,000 employes 
are on the payroll at Hog Island. 
They are not all men and boys. There 
is a representative number of wo­ 
men, whose duties, however, are con­ 
fined to office or other light detail. 
Just how large the total of the 
weekly payments to the workers is 
has not been officially discased, but 
it is estimated to aggregate more 
than $1,000,000. ' 
The plant is the largest of its kind 
in the world, and the first ship of a 
virtually unending string of vessels 
will slip down the ways early in Aug­ 
ust. 
Shipping officials here are hoping 
that President Wilson wUl find the 
time to-attend the launching, for 
which elaborate ceremonies are be­ 
ing arranged.

The excess of 
exports over imports amounted to

Exports and imports both show a 
falling off for Jqne, 1918, as com­ 
pare dwith May and April.
